WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
and Sou th Vietnamese planes 
stru ck another major air blow 
at Commu nist North Viet Nam 
today — the second in two day s 
— and reported leav ing military 
camps in border areas afire. 
Here in Washington, the Na­ 
tional Secu rity Cou ncil met at 
the White Hou se with President 
Johnson. A major pu rpose was 
to hear a report from McGeorge 
Bu ndy , the President’s special 
assistant, ju st retu rned from 
Sou th Viet Nam. 
Air Strike 
The new air strike, a followu p 
to that deliv ered Su nday by 


planes from U.S. aircraft car­ 
riers, was annou nced in Saigon 
by the U.S. Embassy bu t with­ 
ou t details. 
At Da Nang. Sou th Viet Nam, 
Brig. Gen. Ngu y en Cao Ky , said 
it was made by 30 Vietnamese 
propeller-driv en A1E Sky raiders 
and fou r U.S. FlOOs. Ky flew the 
lead Vietnamese plane. 
The pilots reported heav y an­ 
tiaircraft fire. Ky said almost 
all the Sou th Vietnamese planes 
were hit. One crashed near Da 
Nang on the retu rn flight. The 
pilot parachu ted. 
Jet Hit 
Ky reported one American jet 


was hit by flak, bu t said there 
were no U.S. casu alties. 
He said his planes achiev ed 70 
per cent destru ction of their tar­ 
gets, leav ing them bu rning, and 
observ ed 
nu merou s 
grou nd 
casu alties. 
Barracks and gu errilla staging 
areas at Dong Hoi, ju st north of 
the border, were the chief targets 
Su nday as 49 U. S. Nav y jets 
swooped down in a reprisal raid 
for the North Vietnamese shelling 
of a U. S. base in Sou th Viet Nam. 
Skipped 
Three targets at Dong Hoi ear­ 
marked for pu nishment du ring 
the initial raid were skipped be­ 


cau se they were obscu red by 
clou ds. 
Bu ndy was ex pected to report 
at a National Secu rity Cou ncil 
session. 
The presidential 
aide 
hu rriedly retu rned Su nday from 
a Sou th Viet Nam fact finding 
trip and went directly to the 
White Hou se late Su nday night. 
High-ranking officials declined 
to 
predict 
what 
tu rn 
ev ents 
wou ld take nex t. They looked 
for diplomatic and military clu es 
from the Commu nists — bu t re­ 
ported nothing so far giv ing a 
firm reading on the Reds’ fu ­ 
tu re cou rse. 


Less than 24 hou rs after the 
shelling of Pleiku air base which 
triggered 
the U.S. 
retaliation, 
Red gu errillas fired mortars into 
Soc Trank air base sou thwest of 
Saigon bu t did no damage. Eight 
Americans died and more than 
100 were wou nded at Pleiku . 
Johnson olden'd the “orderly 
withdrawal’’ of the 1,800 Ameri­ 
can dependents from Sou th Viet 
Nam and the dispatch of a Hawk 
air defense missile battalion to 
the cou ntry . 
On the diplomatic front, the 
U.S. gov ernment sent word to 
the Ru ssians, to its allies and to 
the U.N. Secu rity Cou ncil telling 


of the U.S. action and the rea­ 
sons for it. 
As Johnson pu t it: the air 
strike, in which Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese planes joined, was a “care­ 
fu lly limited” response to North 
Vietnamese aggression and “we 
seek no wider war. Whether this 
cou rse can lie maintained lies 
with the North Vietnamese ag­ 
gressors.” 
News Conference 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara told a news con­ 
ference the action “was a clear 
and necessary response to a test 
and a challenge of will anil pu r­ 
pose and policy , a test that was

“I am hopefu l that we can 
su mmon su ch a national effort,” 
Johnson said. 
“For we hav e not chosen to 
hav e an u gly America. We hav e 
been careless and often neglect­ 
fu l. Bu t now that the danger is 


clear and the hou r is late this 
people can place themselv es in 
the path of the tide of blight 
which is often irrev ersible and 
alway s destru ctiv e. 


Johnson said “we mu st not 
only protect the cou ntry side and 
sav e it from destru ction, we 
mu st restore what has been de­ 
stroy ed and salv age the beau ty 
and charm of ou r cities.” 


For the cities, 
he 
recom­ 
mended a commu nity ex tension 
program which will bring the 
resou rces of u niv ersities to fo­ 
cu s on problems of the commu ­ 
nity ju st as they hav e long been 
concerned with ru ral areas.

In addition, u nder the hou sing 
law of 1964. grants will be made 
to states for training of local

CHICAGO (AP)—Accidents in 
the home and in public places 
took 46,500 lives last year, a 1 
per cent increase over 1 9 6 3 , the 
National 
Safety 
Council 
said 
Sunday. 


The council said the accidents 
resulted in monetary losses to­ 
taling 
$2.2 
billion 
in 
wages, 
medical expenses and overhead 
cost of insurance. In 1963, 46,000 
persons were killed in such ac­ 
cidents. 
Accidental deaths in the home 
last year totaled 28,500, com­ 
pared to 29.000 in 1963. Acci­ 
dents in public places—-exclud­ 
ing 
motor 
vehicle 
accidents, 
took 18,000 lives — 1,000 more 
than in 1963. 
The safety council also report­ 
ed: 


—Falls caused more than 40 
per cent of the deaths in homes. 
—Fire, burns and deaths asso­ 
ciated with fires caused more 
than 20 per cent of the home 
deaths 
and

types, 
about 40 per cent. 
—More than 35 per cent of the 
persons killed were 75 years of 
age or older and nearly 20 per 
cent were under 5 years of age.

A 12-y ear-old girl writes that 
she wou ld like to get rid of her 
warts. On the adv ice of a friend, 
she pu t castor oil on them bu t 
nothing happened. She then went 
to a doctor who bu rned off a 
cou ple of them. This left u gly 
! scars, so she wants to know what 
! to do nex t. 


Warts are tricky . They often 
appear in the early teens and 
are more common in girls than 
in boy s. Abou t 67 per cent of the 
warts in adolescents disappear 
spontaneou sly 
in 
a 
cou ple 
of 
y ears. 
Becau se the 
last 
remedy 
tried is giv en the credit fo r 
su ccess, there 
are 
hundreds 
of “su re-fire" remedies, each 
of which, like the casto r o il, 
nev er seem to wo rk o n the nex t 
person 
who tries it. 
Freezing with liq u id nitrogen 
is less likely to cau se scarring 
than bu rning warts off with an 
electric needle. 
Fu rthermore, it is preferable 
to freezing with carbon diox ide 
snow becau se the liq u id nitrogen 
is mu ch colder. Another effectiv e 
treatm ent is X-ray . 
Althou gh warts are cau sed by 
a v iru s, there is no v accine, no 
acid that can be applied locally , 
and no medicine that can be 
taken by mou th that is a reliable 
cu re. 
There is, howev er, one simple 
method that is worth a try if y ou 
hav e lots of time. Soak y ou r 
warts for at least an 
ho ur in 
water that is heated to between 
113 and 118 degrees. This mu st 
be done ev ery day fo r fo ur o r 
fiv e day s. 
It is impo rtant to co ntro l the 
temperature accurately fo r the 
full perio d o f the so aldngs. 
Q—My little bo y has creeping 
eru ption. What cau ses it? The 
skin specialist froze his leg, but 
this didn’t help. What is the pro p­ 
er treatment? 
A—This 
relativ ely 
u ncommon 
skin condition is cau sed by the 
larv a of the cat hookworm, which 
bu rrows into the skin. 
This happens after 
a person 
has lain on damp, sandy soil, es­ 
pecially in su btropical regions. 
The lesion may itch intensely . 
Freezing with 
ethy l 
chloride 
spray or dry ice is the accepted 
treatment, and is su ccessfu l if it 
thorou ghly freezes the worm. 
Bu t since the worm has u su ally 
bu rrowed abou t a half-inch ahead 
of the v isible eru ption and pu r­ 
su es an irregu lar and u npredict­ 
able cou rse, and since the freez­ 
ing mu st ex tend well below the 
su rface of the skin, it is not u n­ 
u su al to hav e to hav e a second 
treatment. 
A grou p of doctors in Tex as re­ 
cently fou nd that thiabenzadole 
giv en by mou th will kill these 
parasites.

Push Infant 
PKU Tests 


Only abou t one—fou rth of the 
hospitals 
offering 
m aternity 
care in Illinois are rou tinely giv ­ 
ing blood tests to newborn ba­ 
bies for pheny lketonu ria (PKU), 
a prev entable cau se of sev ere 
m ental retardation, Charles R. 
DeWitt, president of the Illinois 
Cou ncil for Mentally Retarded 
Children, said Friday . 


The Illinois Cou ncil has thrown 
the weight of its 40 m em ber as­ 
sociations behind Illinois Senate 
which wou ld make m ass screen­ 
ing for PKU m andatory begin­ 
ning Ju ly 1, 1966. If the bill is 
enacted, Illinois will be the fifth 
state to req u ire PKU testing by 
law. 


DeWitt said Illinois Cou ncil 
m em ber associations are joining 
forces in a pu blic edu cation pro­ 
gram to inform parents of the 
necessity of protecting all new­ 
born babies throu gh a simple 
blood test which can be giv en 
at the age of three day s, and 
before discharge from the hospi­ 
tal, ju st as infants now are pro­ 
tected from blindness by a law 
req u iring that silv er nitrate be 
pu t into their ey es at birth. 
"M any of the m em bers of ou r 
40 u nits are parents who already 
hav e ex perienced the personal 
family tragedy of retardation in 
their children. They want assu r­ 
ance by law that fu tu re u nborn 
v ictims of PKU — which can 
occu r in any family , any where— 
will be spared its brain crip­ 
pling effects," DeWitt said. 


PKU is an inherited m etabol­ 
ic disorder which cau ses irre­ 
v ersible brain dam age u nless 
detected early in infancy and 
treated with a special diet. 


DeWitt reported that a recent 
su rv ey has rev ealed that only 
7 2 of 208 hospitals in the state 
are giv ing the PKU blood test. 
He added that as of last Decem­ 
ber only 17 hospitals were u sing 
a PKU serv ice which tests blood 
specim ens mailed to a state lab­ 
oratory . The laboratory serv ice 
was established after the last 
Illinois General Assembly passed 
perm issiv e legislation on PKU 
testing. 


"We 
know that 
not 
nearly 
enou gh hospitals are u sing the 
most effectiv e testing method 
for 
PK U", 
DeWitt 
continu ed. 
"The PKU diaper test of u rine, 
one of the first known testing 
methods is now considered ob­ 
solete. 
Undou btedly 
m any in­ 
fants receiv e daiper tests from 
family phy sicians between the 
ages of fou r to six weeks. By 
this age, howev er, brain dam ­ 
age may already hav e occu rred. 
We stress that ev ery baby born 
in Illinois is entitled by law to 
the earliest possible protection 
from PKU brain dam age." 
DeWitt cited a recent nation­ 
wide PKU screening program 
sponsored by the U.S. Children’s 
Bu reau to show the v alu e of 
m ass testing in term s of healthy 
brain dev elopment for infants— 
and tax dollars. Use of the blood 
test in more than 600 hospitals 
in 28 states rev ealed that the in­ 
cidence of PKU is one in 10,- 
000 births rather than one in 20,- 
000 births as prev iou sly thou ght. 
"Ou t of 400.000 babies tested, 
39 w ere fou nd to hav e PKU. Diet 
therapy 
is 
prev enting 
brain 
dam age in each case. The tests 
cost less than 50 cents apiece. 
The statistical incidence fou nd 
in the stu dy indicates that 24 
babies born in Illinois each y ear 
cou ld become seecrely retarded 
becau se of PKU. Lifetime Insti­ 
tu tional care for su ch children 
born ov er a 10 y ear period cou ld 
cost Illinois tax pay ers the stag­ 
gering am ou nt of 24 million dol­ 
lars," DeWitt said.

“ We have no choice now b ut 
to clear the decks and make 
ab solutely clear our continued 
determination 
to 
b ack 
South 
Viet Nam in its fight to main­ 
tain its independence.’* 
Assertion 
This assertion was coupled 
with a presidential announce­ 
ment that American dependents 
would b e evacuated from South 
Viet Nam, that an antiaircraft 
missile 
b attalion 
would 
b e 
moved In and that reinforce­ 
ments might b e coming. 
“Clear the decks,” an Ameri­ 
can slang phrase, seemed to 
sum up a tough-minded attitude 
that if the Communists wanted 
a showdown, the United States 
was ready. 
In ways, the new flareup was 
the Gulf of Tonkin all over 
again. Last August, after patrol 
b oats b ased in North Viet Nam 
twice attacked U.S. destroyers 
in the China Sea, Johnson or­ 
dered b omb ing strikes against 
the 
mainland 
of 
North 
Viet 
Nam. The raids were carried 
out. Results officially were de­ 
scrib ed 
as 
devastating. 
The 
Communists did nothing. 
Similar Attack 
A few weeks later, word came 
in the middle of the night of 
a 
similar attack on another Amer­ 
ican destroyer.

pened. There was no retaliation. 
In fact, Johnson q uizzed the 
military 
so 
sharply 
that 
he 
decided, right or wrong, that 
some sailor prob ab ly had b een 
seeing things in the dark. 
American aircraft on a field 
outside Saigon were hammered 


in a surprise attack that did 
great damage last Novemb er. 
Four Americans were 
killed. 
Nothing was done in retaliation, 
although some advisers urged 
the President to take immediate 
action. 


In Decemb er, American In­ 
stallations in Saigon were the 
target of Communist b omb ings.

Then came Saturday’s attack 
on Pleiku. 


Johnson said: “ It has b ecome 
clear that Hanoi has undertaken 
a more aggressive course of 
action against b oth South Viet­ 
namese and American installa­ 
tions, and against Americans 
who are in South Viet Nam as- 


sisting the people of that coun­ 
try to defend their freedom.” 
Limited Response 
Johnson went on to speak 
ab out this b eing the time to 
“clear the decks.” However, the 
U.S. response was a limited one. 
Only selected targets in south­ 
ern North Viet Nam were hit. 
Those who know him and 
have studied his moves in Viet 
Nam could only conclude he 
stands b ehind a campaign-sea­ 
soned statement ab out war in 
Asia — that when he spoke off- 
the-cuff to a group of b usiness-!

wo uld make death itself seem 
sweet.” 


Negro es made no effo rt to 
o btain serv ice at the restaurant 
Saturday . On Sunday , a lo ne 
gray -haired Negro , Jack Go o g- 
er, appeared at the do o r and 
to ld Maddo x he had heard the 
restaurant was no w serv ing Ne­ 
gro es. 


Maddo x then clo sed the do o rs, 
and put up a sign which read: 

Out o f business re­ 
sulting fro m an act passed by 
the U.S. Co ngress, signed by 
President Jo hnso n and inspired 
and suppo rted by deadly and 
blo o dy co mmunism.”

5.3 p er 
cent of the teachers and 4.0 p er 
cent of other p rofessional cate­ 
g ories. Illinois g ained only 3.0 
p er cent of the United States 
increase in female clerical work­ 
ers 1950-1960. 3.7 p er cent of sales 
workers, 1.5 p er cent of p riv ate 
hou sehold workers and 4.5 p er 
cent of the serv ice workers. Illi­ 
nois lost female manag ers, offi­ 
cials and p rop rietors, and op era­ 
tiv es as comp ared with su bstan­ 
tial g ains for the United States. 
With a natu ral increase in p op ­ 
u lation and labor force comp ar­ 
able to the I nited States du ring 
1950-1960 it is ap p arent that Illi­ 
nois workers are being div erted 
to other states. 
Other indications of economic 
decline in Illinois du ring the 1950- 
1960 p eriod are a drop in Illinois’ 
share of the nation’s manu fac­ 
tu ring emp loy ment from 7 7 p er 
cent in 1950 to 7.4 p er cent in 
I960 and p ersonal income, men­ 
tioned abov e, from 7.1 p er cent 
to 6.6 p er cent.
